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CYCLONE STORY LINES 

• Iowa State (0-0, 0-0 Big 12) opens the 2013 season vs. FCS opponent UNI (0-0, 0-0 MVC) 
Saturday night under the lights in sold-out Jack Trice Stadium at 7 p.m. 

• The Iowa State-UNI game is a "Color it Cardinal" game where fans are encouraged to wear their 
favorite Cardinal colored apparel. 

• Iowa State is coming off a 6-7 season where it earned its second consecutive bowl bid (2012 
AutoZone Liberty Bowl) and third in its last four years. The Cyclones return six starters on offense 
and five starters on defense. 

• UNI, ranked No. 17 nationally in the preseason Sports Network FCS poll, missed out on the 
FCS playoffs in 2012 after going 5-6. UNI has made the playoffs seven times since 2001 (2001, 
2003, 2005, 2007 2008, 2010, 2011 ). UNI returns seven starters on offense and six on defense. 

• Iowa State won the last meeting between the two schools, 20-19 on Sept. 3, 2011. ISU scored 
two touchdowns in the final five minutes, including a 26-yard strike from Steele Jantz to Josh 
Lenz from 26 yards out on 4th-and-10. 

• Iowa State offensive coordinator Courtney Messingham is a UNI graduate (1989) who played 
quarterback for the Panthers from 1985-88. He started at QB for UNI in the 1988 season under 
former ISU head coach Earle Bruce. 

• UNI wide receivers coach Todd Blythe is an Iowa State graduate (2008), holding ISU career 
records in receiving yards (3,096), receptions (176) and touchdown receptions (31). 

• Iowa State is 86-31-4 in season openers and has won nine of the last 10 contests to start the 
year. ISU head coach Paul Rhoads is 4-0 in season-openers as the Cyclone mentor and has won 
six-straight non-conference regular season games. 

• Rhoads enters his fifth season as the Cyclone leader with a career record of 24-27 He's led the 
Cyclones to three bowl games (2009 Insight Bowl, 2011 Pinstripe Bowl, 2012 Liberty Bowl) in 
his first four seasons. Rhoads has recorded a win over a ranked team in each of the last three 
seasons, the only coach in school history to achieve the feat. 

• Iowa State set an all-time attendance record last season of 55,274 with five games ranking in 
the top-10 in single-game attendance. ISU sold-out its season ticket allotment (over 43,000) on 
Aug. 12 and anticipates its first four games as "sell-outs" Saturday's game will increase ISU's 
school-record streak to 14 games of over 50,000 people in attendance. 

• Iowa State enters the season-opener without a quarterback battle for the first time since 2010, 
as sophomore signal-caller Sam Richardson locked up the spot last year and maintained it 
throughout spring practice and fall camp. Richardson was the primary QB in ISU's final three 
games in 2012, tossing eight touchdowns with only one interception. 

• ISU's defense has gone 20 games holding an opponent to under 40 points, the best active 
streak in the Big 12. 

• Iowa State returns a slew of experienced running backs in seniors James White, Shontrelle 
Johnson and Jeff Woody. In all, ISU returns 3,335 yards from its running back and quarterback 
positions, the third-best returning total in the Big 12 Conference 

• ISU and Ohio State are the only two teams in the nation to defeat a ranked opponent on the road 
in each of the last three seasons.

Paul Rhoads has built the Iowa State football program into a consistent player on the collegiate 
football scene with three bowl bids in the last four years. 

The Iowa State fanbase has paid attention. Thanks to the recent success and Rhoads' enormous 
popularity, the Cyclones are shattering all attendance records. 

For the first time in school history, ISU sold out its season ticket allotment on Aug. 12 (over 
43,000) and over 50,000 people have attended a game in Jack Trice Stadium for a school-record 
13-straight games. 

It marks the third season in a row where ISU set a record for total season tickets sold. Season 
tickets for students were sold out on July 18, the earliest sell-out date in school history. 

Jack Trice Stadium off ically holds 56,800 and school officials anticipate having its first four games 
of the season reach a complete sell-out of 56,800. 

Thanks to Rhoads, seven of the top-10 most attended games in school history have occurred in 
the last two seasons. 

ISU's top-two single-season attendance figures occurred in the last two seasons. 
ISU has seen a 25.7% percent increase in season attendance average from 2002-2012.

BEND BUTD0NT BREAK 

• Under defensive coordinator Wally Burnham the Cyclone defense has been able to hold their own 
against some of the most potent offenses in the nation. 

• The Cyclones are coming off a successful 2012 campaign where they ranked third in the Big 12 in 
scoring defense (23.9) and fourth in the Big 12 in redzone defense. 

• Under Burnham, teams may gain yardage, but scoring points is harder to come by. ISU has finished 
in the top half of the Big 12 in scoring defense the last two seasons. 

• The last time ISU allowed a team to score 40 points was at Missouri (52-17) on Oct. 15, 2011, a 
streak of 20 games. 
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ISU's "Under-40" streak is by far the best in the Big 12: 1. ISU, 20; 2.TCU, 6; 3. OSU, 4; 4.WVU, 
3; 5. BU & KSU, 2; 7 UT &TTU, 1 ; 9. OU and KU, 0. 

Since 2009, ISU's defense has allowed 114 red zone touchdowns, the 15th-lowest total nationally. 



SOLID GROUND ATTACK 

• Paul Rhoads has stated numerous times the depth at running back is the best it's been in recent 
memory. 

• The Cyclones return five rushers who saw action last year in seniors James White, Shontrelle 
Johnson and Jeff Woody, plus sophomores DeVondrick Nealy and Rob Standard. 

• Throw in the addition of junior college transfer Aaron Wimberly, who was one of the most coveted 
JUCO backs last season after earning All-America honors and leading his team (Iowa Western) to the 
junior college national team, and the backfield gets bolstered even more. 

• Seniors White, Woody and Johnson all possess over 4.3 ypc career averages and have a combined 
2,994 career rushing yards. Including all returning running backs and quarterbacks, ISU returns 3,335 
career rushing yards, the third-best total in the Big 12 among running backs/quarterbacks: 1. Kansas, 
4,458 2. Oklahoma, 3,656 3. Iowa State, 3,335 4. Texas, 3,215 



2013 CAPTAINS 

• The Iowa State players vote on the captains and this year six players emerged as co-captains for the 
2013 season. 

• All six are seniors: Ernst Brun (TE), Jeremiah George (LB), Kirby Van Der Kamp (P), Jacques 
Washington (S), James White (RB) and Jeff Woody (RB). 

• White was a co-captain in 2012. 

EXPERIENCE ON THE LINE 

• ISU's offensive line is arguably one of its most experienced units with three returning starters inTom 
Farniok (Junior- Center), EthanTuftee (Senior- Right Guard) and Kyle Lichtenberg (Senior- Right Tackle). 
Junior left tackle Jacob Gannon also has four starts to his credit. 

• Both Farniok and Lichtenberg were named to various preseason All-Big 1 2 teams. 

• Farniok has started all 26 games of his career andTuftee has 23 career starts. Lichtenberg started all 
13 games a year ago and has 17 career starts. 

• With 70 career starts returning on the 0-Line, ISU ranks 53rd out of 126 FBS schools. 

• ISU added Chris Klenakis to its staff to takeover offensive line duties. One of the innovators of the 
"Pistol Offense" at Nevada, Klenakis has already made an impact on the line. 

KIRBY VAN DER KAMP ONE OF THE NATION'S BEST PUNTERS 

• Senior punter Kirby Van Der Kamp enters his senior season as one of the best punters in the nation, 
earning preseason All-America honors from Si.com, Phil Steele and Athlon's. 

• A three-time All-Big 12 pick, Van Der Kamp is a preseason All-Big 12 First-Team selection and Ray Guy 
Award Watch List member. He was a semifinalist for the Ray Guy Award in 2012. 

• Van Der Kamp has a career 42.8 ypp average, the second-best average in ISU history. 

• He's pinned opponents inside the 20-yard line 72 times in his career, including 29 times in 2012. 

• 15 times in his career he's recorded a 50-yard punt downed inside the 20-yard line.

• ISU currently has three players who joined the team as walk-ons who were placed on scholarship 
in seniors Jeff Woody (RB), Justin Coleman (WR) and Edwin Arceo (PK). 

• Coleman was placed on scholarship at the beginning of fall camp. 

• All three former walk-ons will play a vital role in ISU's fortunes in 2013 and look to join former walk-on 
success stories Jake Williams (2008-11) and Michael O'Connell (2008-11) under Rhoads. 



JEFF WOODY: THE TOTAL PACKAGE 

• Jeff Woody has excelled on and off the field in his career at Iowa State and the running back will be 
a busy man in his senior season. 

• Woody graduated in the summer of 2013 with a degree in kinesiology and is currently taking 
graduate courses in pre-med with future plans to enroll in medical school. 

• Woody also has been a leader for the Cyclones. He was named a co-captain for the 2013 season 
and he will serve as a co-president of ISU's Student-Athlete Advisory Committee (SAAC), ISU's 
student-athlete decision-making group for involvement in campus and community projects. He is 
the first football player to serve as a president of the organization in recent memory. 

• Woody, who scored the winning touchdown in ISU's biggest win in school history (37-31 20T win 
over Oklahoma State in 2011), will juggle all of these responsibilities while balancing married life. 
He and his wife, Hannah, were married in the summer of 2013 after Woody proposed at Jack Trice 
Stadium following the 2013 Spring Game. 

• Woody, an honor student, is a candidate for the Senior Class Award and the National Football 
Foundation Scholar-Athlete of the Year Award.

Of the 13 players, eight were 
either rookies or in their second season in the league. 

• Ail-American Kelechi Osemele headlines the list of former Cyclones in the NFL. Osemele started 
on the offensive line as a rookie in every game of the Baltimore Ravens' Super Bowl Championship 
season a year ago.
